thorities of the United States, it 
becomes impracticable in the judg- 
ment of the President to enforce 
the laws by the ordinary course 
of executive or judicial proceedings. 

“There can be no emergency,”

President to call out the naval 
forces to enforce civil and crimi- 
nal lawe until the courts and the

The discovery of the boats 
in dry dock was due only to a 
chance remark dropped by one of 
the members of their crews. Opin- 
ion expressed here by nabal of- 
ficers, members of the crewe of the 
wrecked ships and shipping men 
apperently ie that the wreck of 
Saturday night was preventable. 
Some one evidently miscalculated. 

Stories of a strange current 
sweeping up the coast as the re- 
sult of the Japanese temblor are 
discredited, through one physical 
fact. The ships struck the coast in 
a head-on collision. They had 
swung from their course in a huge 
arc, and, it is significant the crews 
thought that they had struck on 
San. Miguel Island. seventy-five 
miles to the southwaré. And it 
was not until they heard the whis- 
tle of a train that they knew they 
were on the mainiand. 

That in the fog some navigating 
officer on the Delphy, for it was the 
Delphy that was setting the course, 
became confused and imagined that 
he was sweeping into Ganta Bar- 
bara Channel to the northward 
of Gan M 1 Island, from which 
point the flotilla would have taken 
the inner and quieter channel to 
Los Angeles Harbor seems the 
logical explanation. 

And this is borne out by a re- 
flection of the inner thought, of 
the surviving members of the 
crews, who, on the relief train 
coming in from Santa Barbara.

CRITICIEM EVIDENCED 

Considerable criticism is evi- 
dGenced here both in utterances of 
the press and street-corner goss 
of the manner in which the w 
survivors were treated on their ar- 
rival. At Honda Bay they had bet 
a few sandwiches; at Santa Bar- 
bara they were again given und- 
wiches and hot coffee And after 
the long night ride in utter ex- 
haustion. cold, weary, covered with 
oll and soaking wet, they came into 
the naval base ng a hot meal 
and got, in the words of one bie- 
jacket. “a hot dog and a cup of 
cold coffee.” 

Naval officers excuse this lack 
of nourishment with a statement 
that it was Sunday, and. therefore, 
the cooks at the destroyer base 
were unable to provide a hot meal 
for the rescued men. 

Just what the final verdict of 
the proposed inquiry will be is of 
course. unknown. Admiral Coonts 
telegraphed Washington from bis 
flagship here last night that he 
had not yet heard a satisfactory 
explanation of the affair. It ix ex- 
pected that the testimony to be 
given by — te Watson, commander 
of the squadron, will be of the ut- 
most importance.

The Secretary has approved th 
incorporation plan of the new rai- 
sin co-operative market, organized 
to conform to the Federal co- 
operative marketing law, and the 
only questions dn dispute regard- 
ing the old association have been 
transferred by the Department of 
Just ce to the Department of Agrt- 
culture. They relate to associ- 
ation plans to secure title to ral- 
sins from association members aad 
to assess penalties against grow- 
ers breaking their contracts and 
Secretary Wallace indicated today 
that he was disposed to approve 
the position taken by the rater 
association regarding them. 

Co-operative associations han- 
dling citrus fruits, vegetables, wal- 
nuts, tobacco and other agricultur- 
al products are expected to benefit 
from the policy laid down in the 
settlement of the raisin contro- 
versy.

very serious one. In every section of 
the country there is complaint over 
the increasing burdens of govern- 


taxes. It is safe to say there are 
but very few States which have not 
tremendously increased their ex- 
penses and taxes during the last 
few years. The same generaliza- 
tion, with a few very notable er- 
ceptions, may be made regarding 
the tax rate of county goverament, 
townshi and municipalities. 
The United States is the only 
unit of government which has re- 
duced the tax rate and tax collec- 
tions since the war. 

Up to date there has been no 
compliation made of the tax situa- 
tion by counties, townships and 
municipalities. Kventually this will 
be made as the Census Bureau is 
working diligently upon the sub- 
ject. Bo are other research bu- 
reaus, as for instance, the National 
Industrial Conference Board.

$1.209.000.000. During the calendar 
year of 1922 the aggregate bond le- 
sues by States and local govern- 
ments amounted. to $1,103,000,000.

Nation Not to Act Against 
Italy Unless Attacked, De- 
clare Authorities

SUSSAK, Sept. 1%.—The Jugo- 
Slavs have succeeded in getting 4 
correspondent in Suesak today 
through a mass of red tape created 
by conflicting government com- 
missions and nationalities in the 
Flume territory. 

The town is carrying on business 
as usual, the overwhelmingly Jugo- 
Slav population remaining quiet 
under the constant threat of 
Italian aggression. 

The authorities here declare 
that no action will de taken min- 
tarily against Italy if Premier 
Mussolini annexes Fiume unless 
Italian troops attack the Jugo- 
Slave.

Migration North Slowed Up 
by More Education 


| Expenditure Ratio is Fast 


Allowance for F Aid 
Larger Each Year

(EXCLUSIVS DIsPaTcH | 
HATTIESBURG (Mias.) Sept. 13. 
Better school facilities form one 
agency with which the South is 
trying to stem negro migration to 
the North. Mississippi is discover- 
ing that where the negro is given 
educational facilities the tendency 
is for the colored population to 
stop shifting, and in the last four 
years or so, the State has made 
a distinct advance in negro school- 
ing. 


The Rosenwald type of school is 
the outstanding development. It 
was made possible through Julius 
Rosenwald of Chicago, who estab- 
lished a fund to co-operate with 
public school authorities and other 
persons and agencies in providing 
and equipping better rural school- 
houses for the negroes of the 
southern States. Within four 
years, about 300 of the Rosenwald 
type of schools have been estab- 
lished in the State, including about 
100 of this year’s program. Indus- 
trial training ie part of the course, 
cooking and sewing for the girls 
and agriculture for the boys. 


EDUCATION DESIRED 


The desire of the negro for 
education is well shown in the 
growth of these schools, for the 
colored people have paid about 
half of the cost of constructing 
these buildings. The first 178 of 
these schools were built at @ cost 
of $689,000 of which $340,000 was 
contributed by the negroes, $113,- 
000 by the whites in the locality, 
$112,000 by the county and 1128. 
000 by Mr. Rosenwald. 

“Nothing connected with the 
educational program of Mississippi 
for years,” said Bura Hilburn, su- 
pervisor of a negro school at Jack- 
son, “has had a more wholesome 
and stimulating effect on the minds 
of the colored people and the gen- 
eral public than the Rosenwald 
school campaign. 

“The extent to which the colored 
people themselves have been stimu- 
lated to greater effect and sacrifice 
in their own behalf has been won- 
derful, obviously, there has been 
a general awakening to the im- 
portance of a good school in the 
community lte.“ 

For many years there has been 
much criticiem of the inequalities 
of public school moneys spent for 
white and colored education in 
Mississippi. The United States 
Board of Education some years ago 
presented tables showing that ten 
years ago in fifty-one counties of 
Mississippi the expenditures for 
teachers’ salaries was $10.69 for 
each white child and $2.60 for 
each negro child, nearly 5-to-1.

GREAT ADVANCE 
It is quite an advance apparent- 
ly. regardless of where the money 
comes from, as another educator 
pute it: “The negroes pay only 
about one-fifth of the taxes, al- 
though they are 62 per cent of the 
population, Negro teachers get 
about two-thirds the pay of white 
teachers. For every dollar the 
negroes pay in school taxes about 
$4 is spent on education.” 
About 6000 negro teachers are 
now employed, and under a com- 
pulsory attendance law, over 200,- 
000 negro children between 7 and 
14 years of age, are putting in at 
least four months a year, so the 
educational department reports. 
Hattiesburg has a city pudlie 
school for negroes, built by a bond 
voted on by the whites at a cost 
of $76,000. They talk of it all over 
the State. Three or four years 
large numbers of negroes migrated 
from Hattiesburg to Chicago and 
other points. The school was built. 
Now there is little migration. Prob- 
ably most of the surplus labor was 
drained off in the first waves, but 
citizens here say the school has 
undoubtedly served to stabilize 
colored labor.

Graft Charge by Supervisor 
to be Investigated 


Keyes Says Sift Likely to 
Start Tuesday

SEEKS THOROUGH QUIZ 

Mr. Keyes preceded the an- 
nouncement of the grand jury in- 
vestigation with a statement that 
Mr. Daugherty desired that all 
charges be aifted thoroughly and 
that his office either be cleared 
of suspicion or the charges proved. 
Mr. Daugherty also desires to vin- 
dicate those employed in the office 
or to discharge them if the 
charges are found to be well- 
founded. A statement of a simi- 
lar nature was made by Mr. 
Daugherty after the conference. 

In a statement issued by Mr. 
Daugherty earlier in the day, the 
motives of Supervisor Woodley in 
bringing the charges against his 
office are questioned and the man- 
ner in which this was done vig- 
orously attacked.

FOLLETTE’S 
FATE UP TO

Arguments Concluded in 
Forgery Case; Verdict to 
Take Some Time 


The jury in the case of Justice 
Channing Follette, on trial before 
Judge Reeve of the Superior Court 
on two counts of forgery, Will re- 
ceive its instructions at 10 a.m. 
today after, which it will retire for 
deliberation. A verdict is not ex- 
pected for some time. 

Arguments in the case were 
concluded by opposing attorneys 
yesterday afternoon. Dep. Dist.- 
Atty. Van Cott made the closing 
argument for the State while De- 
fense Attorneys Clarke and Geisler 
made the final plea for exonera- 
tion of the accused jurist. 

Justice Follette was indicted re- 
cently on two counts of forgery 
growing out of the “straw bond” 
investigation. It is asserted that 
the ju approved bonds for Sam 
Johnson and J.-C. Gilbert in the 
sum of $10,000 each, knowing that 
the bonds were forged. 

The principal witness against 
Justice Follette during the trial was 
Carl V. Lindquist. He declared on 
the witness stand that he had paid 
Follette $1400 to approve the 
forged bonds for Gilbert and John- 
son and that Follette had also re- 
duced his bail to $1000 on a Vol- 
stead charge when. a higher figure 
had been set by the United States 
Commissioner. 

Later, Lindquist testified, Follette 
gave EXigar Hervey, an attorney, 
$700 to be used in “fixing” investi- 
gators for the District Attorney's 
office so that the

CHAPTER 30 
ARSON ISTS 

Inspector William Kyle of the 
Oakland police department is one 
of the best known n experts 
in the United States. It was he 
who told me about these cases. 

There are only three reasons 
why men set fire to property. The 
firet reason is for gain, usually to 
collect insurance. The second rea- 

n is for revenge, while in the 
third case the pyromaniac has no 
control over his impulses but sets 
fires for the same reason that a 
Kloptomantac steals. There is a 
eex-perversion attached to pro- 
mania. Ninety-nine per cent of 
all argon cases are in the first 
Classification. 

On the face of it one might 
think that arson is a bard crime 
to prove. Yet even the most clever 
porsons fall into traps chat speed- 
lly land them in jail. 

The fire loss in the United 
States from 1916-1920 totaled 
$1,672,722,677, covering more than 
3,000,000 fires. 1. great sum 
would build 374.000 new houses 
worth $5000 each and house 1. 
700,000 people. 

A big mansion in a fashionable 
residence section of New York 
burned to the ground. The fire had 
started in so many places in the 
house and had gained such head- 
way that the fire marshal suspect- 
ed incendiarism. The owner of the 
place was 100 miles away hunting 
ducks when the fire occurred. 
The house had been deserted and 
no one had seen anyone entering 
or leaving the place since the 
master had gone. No oil rags, no 


‘|}combustibles were found to bear 


out the arson theory. 

This place was insured for 
$200,000, half of which covered 
very valuable furniture and paint- 
ings. It looked very much like the 
insurance company would have to 
“dig up.“ The owner filed claim 
for the entire amount, giving a 
statement of the property in the 
house, which he said was worth 
a total of $30%.000. An interior 
decorator swore that he had gone 
over the place only a month be- 
fore and that he had inspected 
all the furnishings and made a 
Ust of them, which corresponded 
to that of the claim. 

The owner of the house appar- 
ently was @ very wealthy whole- 
sale dealer and clubman. An in- 
vestigation of his private affairs 
revealed the fact that he was on 
the verge of bankruptcy. , 

Detectives redoubled their et- 
forts to fix the crime of arson on 
him. At last they encountered an 
old gardener on an adjvining 
property, who said that about two 
weeks before the fire occurred a 
number of vans and drays had 
hauled a lot of stuff away from 
the doomed mansion. The stuft 
was located in a storage house 
It contained the most valuable of 
all the furnishings for which the 
wholesale dealer wanted to co 
lect insurance. He was wiiling to 
sacrifice his home to make a profit 
of $100,000 on furniture which had 
net burned. 

The arsonist broke down and 
confessed when confronted with 
the evidence. He said ihat he had 
filled a large beef bladder with 
gasoline and had hung u near 4 
candle from a chandelier. He 


had then lighted the candle and 


— 


had fixed oil-soaked tissue paper 
near it in such a way that it 
would become ignited after the 
candle had burned low. He figured 
on the candle burning an inch an 
hour, which would give him five 
hours to get away. 

When the candle burned down 
to the oil-soaked paper, this pa- 
per had burst into flames. The 
beef bladder full of gasoline had 
exploded, throwing gasoline al) 
over the house and starting fires 
in a score of different p laces. 
While all this was going on the 
owner was fishing with some 
friends 100 miles away, thus es 
taviishing a perfect abili. 

The police always figure that 
an arson fire will be followed in. 
evitably by a fraudulent claim. 
though they may not get 
direct evidence of a criminal char- 
acter’ at the fire, they certainly 
will find it when the false claim 
is filed. More arsonists are nabbed 
in this way than through disecoy- 
ery of evidence at the scene of 
the fire. 

Professional nista, called 
“torches,” hire themeelves out to 
people who wish to have their 
places burned. They get 25 per 
cent of the insurance collected as 
a rule. These men are generally 
Sicilians. They will work while the 
family is away on a vacation or 
when the house is deserted for 
some other reason. 

Their first stunt is to fix aul 


the drafts so that a good breeze 


will sweep through the place. Then 
they place oiled rags and cther 
cumbustibles in the walis, varrets 
and other places. They generally 
set the fire by leaving the gas 
turned on or. by the candle tridk.

Public resentment egainst the 
wasting of revenues of the muni- 
cipal power enterprises resulted 
yesterday in the returning to the 
city treasury by W. B. Mathews, 
special counsel of the Board of 
Public Fervice Commissioners, of 
a canceled, uncashed check for 
$20,000 payable to the United 
States Reclamation Service, which 
was the remaining payment due 
under contract beiween the 
board and: the Federal govern- 
ment under which 75,000 was to 
be paid from Los Angeles public 
funds “for investigations at Boul- 
der Canyon pn the Coiorado 
River.” 

Under the contract which was 
made very quietly by the Board 
of Public Service Commissioners 
with the United States Reclams- 
tion Service, $75,000, was to be 
paid from power revenues to the 
government for Boulder Canyon 
“investigations.” The City Coun- 
cil was not consulted by the board 
when this arrangement was made 
to deduct $75,000 m power 
revenues badly need for exten- 
sion work on the distributing lines 
and hand it over to the Federal 
government. 

The contract was entered into 
between the Federal Reclamation 
Service and the Los Angeles board 
in 1922 and $55,000 has already

I really 
believe that the objection of these 
friends does not intend to embrace 
the true purple. for it i rich and 
giorious and flowers containing 
usually have a velvety texture, but 
think the objection is largely 
directed at that shade usually 
classed as magenta.

— South 


tion of the stores of raw silk at 


JAPAN'S CREDIT SAW KING TUT EXCAVATION: 


Alexandria Was Present | 


Los Angeles Visitor From 
1 W ere Removed From Tomb 


Tut-Ankh-Amén and began carrying out the valuables—gilded chariots, 
costly apparel, immense jewel chests and priceless historical récords 
that had been buried for 3500 years, was an expérience that those 
present will never forget, according to Manuel Ardjivian, & resident 


of Alexandria, Egypt, who is now 

“I was connectéd with an estab- 
lishment dealing in Egyptian 
antiquities at the time excavations 
were going forward,” said Mr. 
Ardjivian, “and when it was an- 
nounced that the tomb was to be 
opened I went down to the Valley 
of Kings near Luxor to see wha 
was to be seen, and hence had the 
privilege of being an eyewitness to 
the removal of a large amount of 
the treasure. . 

“After the tomb was cleared of 
such material as was to be taken 
away for lodgment in various 
museums, visitors were admitted 
to the mortuary chambers, where 
we viewed the stone sarcophagi of 
King Tut and his two wives. The 
mummies were not removed but 
still rest in their ancient eoffins. It 
is the plan to leave them there, and 
from now on the tomb itself will 
serve as a museum to which the 
public will be admitted. 

“The funeral chambers and the 
long stone corridor leading to them 
will be lighted by electricity, and 
the mummies inclosed in hermeti- 
cally sealed glass cases to enable 
sightseers to gaze upon what re- 
mains of the royal family whose 
glory expired nearly fifteen cen- 
turies before the Christian era.”

family.

been left exactly as it was found 
except for the removal of such 
articles of unusual 
terest as have been 
museum purposes 

“Beyond the two mortuary 
chambers lies the large room in 
the center of which the sarco- 
phagus of the King is . This 
is a large room about fifty feet in 
length by thirty in width, the high 
ceiling being supported by massive 
stone pillars. 

“Most of the furnishings of the 
tomb have been left as they were 
found so that future visitors at this 
tomb-museum will have a chance 
to see exactly what elaborate ar- 


rangements the ancient Egyptians

From the 20th to 23rd inst. in- 
clusive, the American Association 
of Petroleum Geologists will hold 
ite fall session here and its mem- 
bers, who come from all parts of 
the United States as well as 
foreign countries, will have the 
opportunity to get a close view 
of the results of recent develop- 
mente in California ofl fields, 
which are no wproducing nearly 
40 per cent of the petroleum of 
the United States. 

California petroleum geologists 
and engineers have taken a very 
active part in the State's oll-field 
development and they welcome 
the opportunity to be hosts to the 
members of the American Asso- 
ciation of Petroleum Geologists. 
California oll company executives 
are arranging to have their re- 

fully represented 


OPEN TO OTHERS 

In order that the oll ind 
as well as the lay public, whic 
has a definite interest in the State's 
petroleum resources, may derive 
the greatest benefit from the ge- 
clogists’ sessions, Max Ball af 
Denver, president of the associa- 
tion, has stated that the meetings 
will not be confined to members 
only but will be optn to nonmem- 
bers interested in the geology and 
technology of oil field develop- 
ment. 

Papers to be presented at the 
meeting include discussions of the 

neral.geology of California, pro- 

uction and oil reserves, the pe- 
troleum geology of the San Joa- 
quin Valley, the Los Angeles basin 
and Ventura county. Detailed 
papers will also be presented 
covering the geology of Santa Fe 
Springs ofl field, Long Beach, 
Huntington Beach and Torrance. 

In addition certain geologiga 
familiar with their territory, will 
present papers on Alaskan petro- 
leum and petroleum possibilities 
of certain areas in Oregon, Mon- 
tana and elsewhere. 

TO INSPECT FIELDS 

A meeting in Southern Califor- 
nia of the petroleum geologists 
representing, either as consultants 
or by direct employment, prac- 
tically all the principal interests 
of the American petroleum indus- 
try affords them an opportunity to 
round out the scientific discussions 
of the meeting by contact with 
highly practical examples of oil 
field development through easily 
negotiated field trips to the oil 
fields of the Los Angeles basin.

“The point is that a jury found 
that when Jimmie lost the ability 
to emile he suffered a loses as 
truly as though he had lost a 
leg, an eye. And they fixed his 
smile as an asset worth 120.990. 

“But how many Jimmie God- 
freys have grown up with their 
smile all gone. And if your smile 
is worth $20,000 if you lose it, it 
must be worth not less than 320, 
000 if you use it. 

“Moreover we are told that it 
takes sixty-five muscles to work 
up a frown and only thirteen to 
mile. Yet we meet folk every 
day who take the trouble to gear 
up the sixty-five when they only 
need the thirteen.
